Maybe you don’t recognize Mr. 
Eugene Connor. 


He is better known to political 


song and story as Mr. “Bull” 
Connor. He led the ill-starred Ala- 
bama walkout in the convention 
of 1948. He was one of the behe- 
moths of voice, body and effort in 
the Dixiecrat parade. Since that 
time Mr. Connor has loudly led 
dissident movements. He has 
damned the party leadership up 
one side of the creek and down 
the other. Civil rights planks were 
anathema to him. As police com- 
missioner he seemed, to put it 
mildly, to cause some persons to 
doubt the existence of complete 
civil rights in his city. 


Cherubic Figure 


If there were stained glass win- 
dows in the temples of the White 
Citizens’ Councils it is likely Mr. 
Connor’s cherubic figure would 
have been apotheosized in each 
of them. 


But now we find Mr. Connor 
sincerely calling upon the party 
faithful to rally ‘round the flag 
and get up the money. Not only 
that, but he, as state commit- 
teeman, has named Mr. William 
Mitch, president of District 20 of 
the pnited Mine Workers, to serve 
on the money-raising committee. 


Nor is this all. Probate Judge 
T. C. Almon of Decatur, another 
of the figures in Alabama's past 
rebellions, has called upon mem- 
bers of the state’s congressional 
delegation to ‘‘come out of hiding”’ 
and work for the Kennedy-Johnson 
ticket. 


Two paragraphs of his letter 
reads: 


“IT call upon our senators and 
congressmen who were conspic- 
uous by their absence in Los 
Angeles, to come out of hiding, 
pull off their coats, stand up and 
be counted and work for the 
party which has been so good to 
them for many, many years. 


Love of Party 


“T call on all good Democratic 
officeholders, both state and coun- 
ty, who love their party and under 
which they hold office, to go to 
work and let’s carry Alabama 
Democratic in November.” 


Now, while there is humor in 
this, and while it reveals the per- 
haps necessary inconsistency of 
Southern politics, let none over- 
look the fact this is progress. 


It demonstrates there may be, 
in the dark clouds of Deep South 
politics, the legendary silver lin- 
ing. What the hiding senators in 
many of the Southern states need 
is the clearing of the air by local 
leadership such as Mr. Bull Con- 
nor and Judge Almon in Ala- 
bama.

What we see here is not a 
change of mind, but a recogni- 
tion of reality. All over the South 
today there is a falling off of 
membership in the pathetic little 
organizations with KKK in their 
titles which set out to get fat on 
initiation fees.

Kefauver Sweeps 
To Victory Over 
Segregationist 


Piles Up 
Lead of 
160,000

NASHVILLE, Tenn.—Sen. Ke- 
fauver won an unexpectedly one- 
sided victory Thursday over a 
states’ rights segregationist in the 
Democratic primary. His defeat 
of Judge Andrew T. Taylor raised 


the party’s hopes for solid South- 
ern support in the November pres- 
idential election. 


With 2,059 of 2,658 precincts re- 
porting Kefauver held a lead of 
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nearly .160,000 votes over his 
conservative opponent, Andrew 
(Tip) Taylor. 
THE COUNT 


The totals were: Kefauver 318.- 


622 and Taylor 159,202. 


The nomination assured the win- 
ner of the election to a third term 
in this predominantly Democratic 
state. 


Kefauver’s margin was seen as 
an endorsement of his liberal vot- 
ing record and a reaffirmation 
of the traditionally moderate ap- 
proach of Tenneseeans to racial 
issues. 


DEFENDED VOTES 


The 57-year-old senator, who 
was the party’s 1956 vice presi- 
dential candidate, had defended 
his votes for the two Civil Rights 
Acts passed by Congress. But he 
had said that the rights plank 
adopted by the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention ‘“‘goes too far.” 


He was closely identified in the 
minds of voters with the national 
party’s 1960 platform and nomi- 
nees. And he is generally ex- 
pected to play an important role 
in campaigning for the ticket. 


Because of these factors, politi- 
cal observers contend that the 
balloting indicates that Tennessee 
will vote Democratic in Novem- 
ber for the first time since 1948.

“T believe the vast majority of Geor- 
gians would drive on dirt roads if neces- 
sary to see that money is available to 
correct such conditions as this.” 


The statement, in which The Consti- 
tution concurs, was made by Richard P. 
Bowdon, chairman of the Clayton Coun- 
ty Juvenile Court Advisory Board, re- 
garding the filthy conditions and neglect 
of patients in a ward on the fourth floor 
of the Howell Building at the Milledge- 
ville State Hospital. 

While the need for additional attend- 
ants is obvious, so is the fact that the 
State Health Department is doing an in- 
adequate job in making the best of what it 
has to work with in improving conditions.

The department is supposed to be in- 
terested in sanitation. There is no excuse 
for the failure to change filthy mattresses. 
There is no excuse for letting walls and 
benches, and sometimes the floor, remain 
caked with human waste. 

Why should children, left naked and 
generally neglected, be treated like ani- 
mals? 

Too much that is going on at the State 
Hospital still is reminiscent of the snake- 
pit stigma that Gov. Vandiver set out to 
erase. 

In that connection, when the gover- 
nor toured the institution he asked to see 
the worst of the conditions. Why did who- 


ever was responsible for making out his . 


itinerary omit this horror of horrors 
among the various wards?

Among other matters in which the 
record needs to be set straight is the has- 
sle between Fire Commissioner Zack Cra- 
vey and Health Department Director John 
Venable. 

Progress, but not enough, has been 
made in improving fire safety. In fair- 
ness to Dr. Venable, it should be pointed 
out that some of the dilapidated build- 
ings are such fire traps that demolition 
and replacement are about the only way 
to fully meet requirements. 

But when Dr. Venable refers to the 
State Hospital Fire Department serving 
the City of Milledgeville, let him get his 
facts straight. If he will check the city 
records he will find that during the past 
five years state hospital firemen have 
helped fight just one fire in Milledge- 
ville and the city has helped combat one 
at the hospital. It is a reciprocal agree- 
ment that should not be ripped apart by 
misrepresentation of the facts. 

As for the administration of the hos- 
pital and the entire mental health pro- 
gram, if the Health department continues 
to dilly-dally let us hasten the day when 
a separate agency is created to take charge 
and do the job that should be done.

Vehicle Tax Inequities 


Are an Unfair Burden 


East Point Tax Commissioner N. H. 
Perner is due thanks for calling atten- 
tion to the laxity of enforcement of the 
state’s motor vehicle tax laws. His com- 
plaint is not new but the inequities in 
collecting ad valorem taxes on these ve- 
hicles is a persistent and growing prob- 
lem which demands correction. 


Mr. Perner charges that 120 counties 
in Georgia collect no ad valorem taxes 
on automobiles while their financial prob- 
lems mount. The larger counties and mu- 
nicipalities which do collect such taxes 
are thus penalized in the total tax struc- 
ture. Disbursement of state tax funds 
takes no account of the failure of the 
overwhelming majority of counties which 
make little or no effort to collect motor 
vehicle taxes. 


The Georgia Assn. of Assessing Offi- 
cials finally succeeded in getting a bill 
passed at the last session of the General 
Assembly which would have made it man- 
datory for counties to collect ad valorem 
taxes due on a vehicle at the time of 
registration. This is the only sure and 
fair way. The governor vetoed it. 


We trust the General Assembly will 
try again. Not only would such a proce- 
dure assist counties with their financial 
problems, it would correct the obvious 
wrong being done to taxpayers in coun- 
ties and municipalities where collections 
are enforced.

foreign policy is the main issue of this year’s 
widespread understand- “7:

ing of what this really means. To a degree not yet souvetiaial’ ‘our 
foreign policy is virtually a summation of all our policy. 


The U.S. diplomatic posture is 
so directly tied to the nation’s 
strength and competence in other 
fields that it can no longer be re- 
garded as a thing apart. We must 
plan for an integral whole. For- 
eign policy is merely one aspect 
of defense policy, economie poli- 
cy, agricultural policy and policy 
on civil rights, and vice versa. 

It is still but dimly seen that 
we must limit our overseas com- 
mitments in relation to our abili- 
ties to fulfill them or we must in- 


crease those abilities if we are to . 


meet necessary commitments. 
For too long we insisted on ne- 
gotiating from a position of 
strength without taking sufficient 
care to keep that position strong. 

Farm policy produced  gluts 
which foreign policy had to un- 
load. Defense policy continued 
manufacture of outmoded weap- 
ons to equip foreign armies which 
sometimes used these weapons 
against our interests. And civil 
rights policy lagged as we 
preached civil. rights to other 
lands, 

For most of our national life 
foreign policy was regarded as a 
distasteful facet of government. 
Politicians recalled that foreign- 
ers don’t, after all, vote and only 
occasionally specific issues like 
war or tariff rates have intruded. 
But now, perhaps for the first 
time, both Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats recognize that survival de- 
pends on success in foreign poli- 
cy. 

One may hope the problem is 
approached intelligently and in 
its entirety. One may also hope 
that party leaders will explain in 
detail how important to our dip- 


lomatic effort are such matters 
as defense, agriculture and com- 
plete racial equality. Unfortu- 
nately, the campaign has begun 
with the usual bombast and a 
tendency to single out foreign 
scapegoats rather than to develop 
foreign policy. 

Both parties permit Khrushchev 
to figure in our private affairs 
to an embarrassing degree. It is 
somewhat humiliating to appeal 
to American voters to support a 
man only because he boasts he 
can deal with a Russian dictator. 
And it is ridiculous to have Demo- 


crats blame Republicans for all 


that went wrong. in the past eight 
years and, in reverse, to have 
Republicans still boasting that 
nothing, indeed, went wrong. 

The young men contending this 
election have already given signs 
they are prepared to throw off 
inherited superstititions. The 
American people recognize that 
everything is not going well for 
us in this by no means best of 
worlds. Therefore it is now up to 
our leaders to explain with a 
maximum of integrity and a min- 
imum of platitude just what they 
hope to do about it. Foreign poli- 
cy is not just the principal issue 
but the only issue.

Vandiver told his news 
conference Thursday he was sur- 
prised at Cravey’s complaints of 
fire hazard conditions at ‘the 
hospital. 


Vandiver referred to a letter 
from Cravey to Dr. MacKinnon 
May 3. Cravey passed on to Dr. 
MacKinnon a report from State 
Fire Marshal F. E. Robinson, 
dated April 29, in which progress 
in eliminating fire hazards was 
cited 

“In conclusion,” Robinson wrote 
after an inspection of the hos- 
pital, “it is my opinion that a 
highly marked improvement has 
been made in this institution and 
that satisfactory progress is being 
made insofar as the budget will 
allow.” 


Vandiver also told reporters he 
had discussed with State Health 
Department officials a story in 
The Atlanta Constitution Thurs- 
day morning which described 
“human filth and unbearable 
stench” in a ward of the hospital 
where retarded children are con- 
fined. 

Vandiver said he was ‘advised 
that it (the news story) is es- 
sentially true.” 


He then pointed out that his 
administration has done more in 
the past two years, in the appro- 
priation of funds, to improve con- 
ditions at the hospital than was 
done in the preceding six years. 


Vandiver said conditions are 
being corrected at the institution 
but that progress has to be geared 
to the funds that are available. 
To do an immediate overhaul 
would require a “massive tax 
increase,”’ he said. 


A reporter pointed out that a 
Clayton Juvenile Advisory Board 
official has said the people of 
Georgia would be willing to ride 
on dirt roads, if necessary, to 
correct the conditions reported in 
The Constitution’s account. 


“No county commissioner has 
expressed that sentiment to me,” 
the governor replied. He said 
county commissioners over the 
state are always seeking paved 
roads for their counties.

ease, 
resistance to infections, 
influenza. 


Other physicians who have no 
personal contact with Kennedy's 
case point out that basic symp- 
toms of Addison’s disease are 
weakness and extreme fatigue. 
“If Kennedy had the disease,” 
one of them says, “he wouldn't 
be able to get out of his own way. 
It’s unlikely that anybody who 
had it could hustle around for 16 
or 18 hours at a stretch, as he 
does on campaign trips.”

If you decide to tackle a plaid, 
be sure to match your plaid 
design when laying out and cut- 
ting the pattern. If you don’t 
want to bother with this, forget 
the whole thing and work on 
solid fabric. There are few 
things uglier than a plaid dress 
with lines and boxes going in 
every direction. 


Plaids can be uneven across 
the fabric, lengthwise of the 
fabric or in both directions. 
Even plaids repeat the design. 


To cut an even plaid: For lay- 
out guide, use pattern sugges- 
tion layout for fabrics without 
nap. Slide your pattern pieces 
around so that notches to be 


of an even plaid. 


To cut uneven plaid (fig. 2): 
This is cut in one of two ways. 
If plaid is uneven lengthwise, 
cut pieces in one direction, us- 
ing pattern layout for fabric 
with nap. If plaid is uneven 
crosswise or both crosswise and 
lengthwise, it can be matched 
only if the fabric has no right 
and wrong side. Pattern pieces 
are laid on a single thickness of

Congo Trouble Is Being Blamed 
On Ex-King Leopold’s Wife 


BRUSSELS (WNS) —Bitter- 
ness is boiling up in Belgium 
around Mary Liliane Baels—the 
controversial second wife of 
ex-King Leopold—in the wake 
of the Congo calamity. 


Essentially, it’s the same old 
controversy—the extent of the 
influence, if any, she wields 
over King Baudouin—but with 
sinister new overtones. 


The foes of Princess de Rethy, 
the title conferred ftipon the 
commoner Mary Liliane Baels 
by Leopold, charge that she 
pressured King Baudouin into 
premature surrender of the 
Congo. 


It is Liliane, as every coffee- 
house gossip knows, who wears 
the pants in Leopold’s family. 
Leopold has vast stakes in the 
Congo, investments valued at 
nearly half a billion dollars, 
treasure inherited through his 
Congo-colonizing grandfather, 
the king for whom Leopoldville 
is named. 


The Belgian royal family’s in- 
terest in the Congo always— 
and openly—has been commer- 
cial. Early in his colonizing 
career, the old King Leopold 
dispensed with all pretense of 
do-goodism. With the latter Leo- 
pold, the Congo was always 
“cash and carry’’—and no non- 
sense. 


This same attitude has been 
preserved intact down through 
Baudouin, Liiliane’s stepson. 
And when the current crisis took 
shape as storm clouds several 
years ago, the politicians in 
Brussels, Premier Gaston 
Eyskens foremost, floundered 
helplessly, and ended up buck- 
passing the Congo bomb to 
Baudouin. 


It was then that Liliane Baels 
barged into Baudoin’s quandary. 
She persuaded Leopold and 
Baudoin that Belgium’s treasure 
cache in the Congo, and es- 
pecially the royal family’s for- 
tune, could be better §safe- 
guarded by casting the Congo 
adrift abruptly. 


There are swelling demands 
that she be banished from Bel- 
gium forever. But the Princess’ 
partisans charge she is being 


made the scapegoat for parlia- 
mentary fumbling—of the Congo 
crisis and all else that ails 
Belgium.

ROSE IS A ROSE...

Pin a Rose on Auburn’s Shug Jordan. 
Jordan is the man who inherits George Rose, who is the player 


who broke the North’s defense Thursday night in the 20th annual 
Georgia High School All-Star football classic. 


It was Rose, 6-1, 185-pound halfback from Glynn Academy of 
Brunswick, Ga., who went 59 yards on the South’s first offensive 
play.

“They just plain beat us,” he said. “They had too much run- 
ning.”* 

That was obvious. After Rose left the game with what Geor- 
gia Tech trainer Buck Andel said was a “sprained elbow” the 


South continued to run wild. Rose only ran the ball twice, for 71 
yards. 


Don Porterfield of Moultrie tore up Grant Field’s turf after 
the Camp Lejune Marine Drum and Bugle Corps had colored the 
field red, yellow and purple. He racked up 79 yards in 13 carries. 


Georgia Coach Wallace Butts, up in the press box watching the 
All-Stars, had special words for Porterfield, who goes on to Georgia 
next fall.
